GOVERNMENT. 

The  government  of  the  Institution  is  of  a  mild  and 
parental  character,  administered  with  mildness  and  effi- 
ciency, equally  removed  from  weakness  on  one  hand, 
and  from  austerity  and  rashness  on  the  other. 

METHOD  OE  INSTRUCTION. 
Every  valuable  improvement  in  the  method  of  instruc- 
tion will  be  adopted,  and  the  great  aim  will  be  to  de- 
velop the  mental  and  moral  powers  of  the  pupil,  and  to 
educate  the  mind  to  habits  of  tlunking,  -with  clearness 
and  force. 

RELIGIOUS  EXERCISES. 

Tlie  exercises  of  each  day  will  be  conmienced  by  read- 
ing thcBilile  and  prayer.     Every  pupil  will  be  required 
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to  attend  public  worship,  at  least  once  on  the  Sabbatli, 
at  the  Church  designated  by  the  parent  or  guardian.
